Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Primary Examiner reviewed the entire application of Examiner 
Shahnen-Shah. Attorney of record had requested a removal of finality based upon the examiner incorrectly making an 
office action final. Upon review, Examiner Swartz deems the actions proper because the original claims and those on 
which the first office action were based are drawn to a use of a protein fragment in preparing a composition while the 
amended claims following the first office action change the Invention to a method of immunizing using a composition. 
The attorneyof record disputes that the amendment after first office action changes the invention as the original claims 
are drawn to a composition intended to be used as an Intranasal administeration, and that the amendment is in 
compliance with accepted practice concerning PCT application claims which are submitted for U.S. patent applications. 
The Attorney of record infomied the Primary Examiner that they will most likely file a continuation application and 
address the issues to Group Director Bruce Kisliuk..
